Thousands Cheer Heroes. 
The Macom reached its pier at 


the Battery at 12:50 o’clock amid | 


a concerted din from the whistles 
of. harbor craft. ..s the. beat 
@ocked and the waiting thousands 
caught their first glimpse of the 
men from the America, a swelling 
chorus of acclaim rolled upward 
along the narrow stretch of lower 
Broadway, reverberating between 
the double row of skyscrapers, to 
City Hall where Mayor James J. 
Walker was waiting to present the 
city’s official greetings. 

Capt. Fried and his fellow he- 
roes left the City Hall reception 
somewhat wealthier than they had 
gone to it. A public subscription 
netted $5000 for the skipper, $2500 
for Chief Officer Manning and 
$500 each for the other members 
of the lifeboat crew and Nelson 
Smith, the radio operator, 

The money was presented by 
James J. Byrne, president of the 
Eorough of Brooklyn, acting for 
Paul Block, publisher, who raised 
the money. 

“ Entire Crew to Share. 

It was explained that before the 
subscription was completed every 
man on the America’s crew, from 
bridge to boiler room, would get a 
share. 

The crowd at the Battery was 
estimated at 3000 by polfce before 
the Macom arrived and was stead- 
ily increasing. Broadway was 
lined all the way to City Hall, and 
there another crowd estimated be- 
tween 2000 and 3000 was gath- 
ered. The line of march was 
guarded by 300 patrolmen standing 


'along the curbs. 


As the parade started up Broad- 
way hundreds of men and women 
clerks who had returned to their | 
offices before they had opportu- 
nity to get a closer view of the 
heroes leaned from tier on tier of 
high windows to shower their 
greetings down on the procession, 
which was led by detachments of 
soldiers and sailors. 

The traditional tribute of ticker 
tape began to float downward from 
the skyscraper windows even be- 
fore the Macom docked, and the 


paper snowstorm increased in 
density as the procession moved up 
Broadway. 

The procession reached City 


Hall for the city’s official welcome 
at 1:12 o’clock. after being greeted 


by Mayor Walker, illuminated 
scrolls were presented in the al- 
dermanic chamber to Capt. Fried, 


Chief Officer Manning and Radio 
Operator Smith. 

In the Fried scroll, which  in- 
cluded praise of Manning. Sniith

Carrying on Old Tradition. 

It declared that the great tra- 
ditions of the American merchant 
marine, founded by the clipper 
ships, “which were the admiration 
and envy of the world,” had been 
most nobly carried on by the res- 
cue of the Florida's crew.

Vor a National Prohibition Picbiscite. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

HOPE that through your newspaper, 
some:nfor can be done that might 
cause M# Hoover to carry out the fol- 
lowing plan. 

Personally speaking, I am a bone dry 
individual; I would like to see the whole 
of the United States as bone dry as I 
am personally, for not a bootlegger in 
the country could survive and exist upon 
my persona! trade. 

I am also an American citizen, and 
have pride in my country, in its great- 
ness and its fairness, and in its system 
of Gowernment, and though I do not be- 
lieve that the country was made dry 
through illegal methods, I do feel that 
the true sentiment of the country is not 
sufficiently well known dcfinitely to say 
that as a whole this nation is in favor of 
a bone dry law. Especially so is this the 
case, When confronted with the fact that 
only 28 states of the 48 states approved 
prohibition by a vote of the people them- 
selves. 

It is my belief, that in a case of this 
kind, it is the people’s right to decide 
whether they desire prohibition or not, 
and it is not a legislative matter, if the 
will of the majority is really to be con- 
sidered. 

Granting that legality of the prohibi- 
tion amendment is not being questioned, 
or that we should even desire to want 
to nullify the amendment, there is 
enough real desire upon the part of those 
citizens who desire dryness, to wish that 
our President would use some of the 
money allowed to him by Congress, to 
take a vote upon this one proposition, 
which would allow every voter in the 
United States to express his or her wish 
in a personal way, in a personal vote. 

It is true and would be true, that such 
a vote would not be legally binding, but 
it would express the exact wish of the 
majority of people after 10 years of pro- 
hibition, and would settle this obnoxious 
question in a more simple manner than 


by any number of commissions to be 
tormed. 
I sincerely hope that through your 


great newspaper, this idea will be pushed 
to the point of becoming a fact, and let’s 
once and for al! settle this question from 
a point of view that considers a_ real 
majority of the people, and not a mixed 
majority through legislators and other 
ways.

ATTENTION, NORRIS AND BORAH. 

From the flurry of Saturday’s debate in the Sen- 
ate on the Rockefeller-Stewart battle one gathers 
that Senators Norris and Borah think that the 
stockholders of the Standard Oi] Company of In- 
diana shared fn the Continental Trading Company’s 
“stealings.” That {is not our understanding. 

The story of the Continental Trading Co., as told 
in the press, in the Senatorial inquiries and the 
courts, is this: The company bought 33,333,333 bar- 
rels of crude oil from the late Col. Humphries at 
$1.50 a barrel. It sold the oil for $1.75 a barrel. 

The compavy was incorporated under the laws of 
Canada. Legally it was a Canadian concern. Actual- 
ly the Continental Trading Company was four men 
~—James EF. O'Neil president of the Prairie Oil & Gas 
Co.; R. M. Blackmer, president of the Midwest Re- 
fining Co.; Harry Sinclair, godfather of the unborn 
Country Club at Tres Ritos, New Mexico; and Col. 


Co. of Indiana. These four executives sold this oll 
to their own companies at a personal profit of 25 
cents a barrel. In other words these oil executives 
“eypped” their own companies. 

It may be objected, of course, that the word 
“sypped” has never had entree into the high society 
of big business. Well, “stung” might be offered, or 
the ancient “double-crossed,” or, if the purists are 
still confused, the venerable term, “swindled.” 

Anyhow, the stockholders were not in on the deal, 
not according to the original plans. True, Mr. 
O’Neil, from his penitentia] exile, returned his quota 
to the treasury of Prairie Oil & Gas, and Col. Stew- 
art, after concealing his noble action just as long 
as he could, finally confessed that he had made a 
trust fund of his share for the benefit of his com- 
pany. Mr. Sinclair used some of his hard-earned 
swag in purchasing the ground floor of that Tres 
Ritos Country Club from Albert B. Fall and later 
he joined with Will Hays in liquidating the Repub- 
lican party’s deficit in the 1920 presidential cam- 
paign—Sinclair furnishing the bonds and Hays fur- 
nishing the names of the contributors. Blackmer, 
when last seen, was standing at the tomb of Na- 
poleon, or, perhaps, on the heights of Montmartre, 
with bonds protruding from every pocket. 

May we hope, now, that we have exonerated the 
stockholders of Indiana Standard and the other com- 
panies of any reprehensible participation in the Con- 
tinental lagniappe, and that Senators Norris and 
Borah may each wrap the draperies of his couch 
about him and lic down to pleasant dreams, while 
Col. Stewart walks the floor in thunderous tread.

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ARLIE BOSWELL’S CONVICTION. 

As a sequel to the breakup of the Birger gang and 
the execution of its leader, the Government has fas- 
tened a conviction on Arlie O. Boswell, State’s Attor- 
ney of Williamson County during the gang's ascend- 
ancy. With Boswell were convicted former Coroner 
George W. Bell, Hezzie Byrn, former Police Chief at 
Johnston City, and Pete Salmo, a Williamson County 
bootlegger. The charge against the men was con- 
spiracy to violate the national prohibition act. 

United States Attorney Harold Baker and his as- 
sistant, Ralph Leseman, handled a weak case witb 
skill and ingenuity. Most of the damaging testl!- 
mopy against Boswell was given by underworld 
¢haracters like Art Newman and Harvey Dungey, 
but the prosecutor built up the evidence in such

a way asto impress the jury. He had in his favor, of 
course, the broad and sweeping terms of the conspir- ; 
acy act, a law which has been used with great BUC: | 
cess by prosecutors in making the most of flimsy 
cases. 

Perhaps Boswell owes his conviction less to the 
concrete charge against him than to his conduct as 
State's Attorney. The trial showed what a sorry 
spectacle he made in that office. His inaction during 
the bloody gang wars, his association with gangsters 
and the like afford no basis for criminal prosecution, 
yet how could a jury fail to be influenced by such 
facts? Prosecutor Baker neatly emphasized the point 
when he said in his argument: “One man with nerve 
could have stopped the whole bjoody business in Wil- 
liamson County, and Boswell could have been the 
man.” 

Under Boswell’s jurisdiction, Charlie Birger con- 
ducted his amazing activities with impunity. It was 
only when he stepped across the county line that he 
met his Waterloo in the person of Roy Martin, a 
prosecuting attorney with the nerve and vigor Bos- 
well Jacked. After Roy Martin had broken up the 
Birger gang, Boswell displayed unwonted activity in 
hjs prosecution of Rado Millich. He was too late. 
He had already displayed his gross unfitness, to put 
the kindest construction on it, for the office which 
he held. ; 

Boswell deserves his present plight. His offense 
is doubly black when it is considered in connection 
with his neglect of duty as a public prosecutor. 
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MORROW TO REMAIN IN MEXICO. 

Dwight Morrow will not be Secretary of State. Aft- 
er a call on the President-elect, Mr. Morrow smilingly 
announced he would return to his present place. 

The country, we believe, will approve Mr. Hoover's 
judgment in not drafting Mr. Morrow into the Cabi- 
net. Not that Mr. Morrow wouldn’t make a good 
Secretary of State. But we have had a number of 
good Secretaries of State—three or four at least— 
and we have had but one good Ambassador to Mexico 
that anyone can remember offhand. 

The consensus which Mr. Hoover has wisely noted 
is, keep Mr. Morrow in Mexico. 
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NATURAL GAS. 

Natural gas is the fuel de luxe. It is cheap, cleanly, 
smokeless, a patrician beside which coal is a slovenly 
drudge. The arrival of natural gas in St. Louis, 
which the Mississippi River Fuel. Corporation 
promises by the end of the year, should be an event 
of large significance to this city. 

‘ This is a big-business project. It will cost $30,000,- 
000, we are told, to lay the pipe line from the Loui- 
siana fields to St. Louis, a distance of 450 miles. The 
interests back of it, however, have the means to 
carry through. Their experience, too, assures success. 

The new fuel will greatly stimulate our industrial 
development. It will contribute somewhat, too, to the 
solution of our smoke problem. As now planned, the 
company will restrict its service to industry. But 
the homes of St. Louis are an attractive market which 
seemingly will be contested for if the supply of the 
product is abundant enough to warrant the attempt. 

The men who are putting their money into this 
enterprise are, obviously, counting on a reasonably 
long-lived business—say from 20 to 25 years, at least. 
That coal as now delivered to the consumer will have 
vanished from the equation is almost a certainty. 
Possibly the bringing of natural gas into this city, 
“just across the street” from the coal mines, will 
whip the coal operators into action. With chemistry 
turning corn stalks into paper and preparing the way 
for the manufacturing of paper on the prairies of the 
Middle West, it does seem as if the coal producers 
will presently be convinced that chemistry can revi- 
talize their commodity. As a matter of fact, chemistry 
has already proved that point in the extraction of a 
wide variety of values from coal. But the coal 
people have not yet been impressed with the eco- 
nomic practicability of the practice. They still stand 
aloof from scientific industry. They still sell their 
raw material. Before natural gas has outlived its 
span in St. Loufs coal also will be smokeless—perhaps 
will be piped in the form of oil or gas from mines 
to market. 

Meantime the immediate yield of natural gas to | 
the city in the expansion of established industries 
and the creation of industrial specialties means 
growth and prosperity. It emphasizes anew the fact 
that St. Louis is galloping into a big future. 
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THE WARTLESS PICKLE. 

Rejoicing as we do in most modern improvements, 
it is with regret that we withhold the accolade from 
the 1929 streamline pickle.

They 
are naturally warty and homely, but none the less 
toothsome for it.

THE LEAVES IN AUTUMN 


ERY gallantly and gorgeously 
Vine leaves prepare for their 

fleath in autumn—or so _ it 
seems to most Of us who catch our 
breaths 1 wonder at their scarlet 
and golden colors. 

But to the scientists the specta- 
cle means that the chlorophyll or 
little gre’n machines in the leaf 
food factories, are being worn out 
by sunshine because there is not 
enough warmth in the air to ree 
build the engines. Inside the tree 
chemical preparations for winter 
are taking place. 

The green chlorophyl breaks down 
without proper warmth to keep it 
going, and the parts of the little 
green engines which are still valu- 
able to the rest of the tree, are 
carried back through the veins of 
the leaves to the branches and 
trunk where they are stored for fu- 
ture use. 

Naturally when the chlorophy! is 
gone, the leaf loses its green and 
the breakdown of the engines 
makes the color change and gives 
us such beautiful autumns. 

Perhaps you wonder how scien- 
tists know that the useful parts of 
the chlerophyl are carried back to 
the branches and saved? 

They knew it because they have 
cut some of the veins of a leaf and 
left others connecting through to 
the branch. Where the velns were 
cut so that the chlorophyl had no 
route over which to go back into 
the branch, the leaf stayed green 
for a time, even though it was in- 
jured. Where, in the same leaf, 
the chlorophyl could travel back 
into the branch, however, the leaf 
turned red and yellow. 

After the sharp tang of avtumn 
air has left the chlorophyll without 
the warmth to continue its work, 
and after the valuable parts of the 
little green engines are safely back 
in the tree trunk, the branches be- 
gin to build a little wall between 
the leaves and themselves. Long 
before the drying leaf is torn from 
the tree by some brisk breeze, the 
wall is finished, and the leaf is 
free, whisked off without leaving 
a wound in the skin of the tree. 

Next year’s crop of leaves will 
bud through these same little walls, 
and the tree will have a considera- 
ble stock of the chlorophyl ma. 
chines ready to send into the new 
leaves. 

In the gay autumn days, how- 
ever, it is not Ilkely that even geci- 
entists stop to ponder the chemical 
change which is destroying the 
chlorophyl. Such days will ptob- 
ably always be times for wonder 
and delight rather than for sober 
science,
